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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's after-final amendment has been entered because it has put all claims 
in condition for allowance. Claims 1 , 9, 20, 23, 31 , and 32 have been amended. Claims 
8 and 13 have been cancelled. The Examiner also lifts the restriction requirement on 
claims 29 and 30. They are also considered allowable for their dependence on an 
allowed claim. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-7, 9, 12, 14-18, and 20-32 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has 
amended all the claims so that they are consistent with allowable subject matter set 
forth in the previous Office Action. The prior art does not disclose the use of hydroxy 
phenols and polyethylene glycols in a mixture as a wetting agent for hydrophobic 
polyolefin fiber in multi-component fibers.
